HIDDEN STRENGTH. 

In one of the prairie towns oi 
northern Iowa, where the Dlinois J 
Central railroad' now passes from 
Dubuque to Sioux City, lived a 
woman whose experience repeats 
the truth that inherent forces, 
ready to be developed, are waiting 
for tbe emergencies that life may 
bring. 

She was born and “brought up” 
in New England.

The deep snows often shut them 
in, hut the red light shone clearly 
and bright from that sitting-room 
window, and a merry group was 
l gathered around the table. 

Every two weeks an evening was 
given to some journey. It was 
laid out in advance, and faithfully 
studied. Once, Theodore remem¬ 
bers a shout of laugh ter was raised 
when nine o’clock came, by Jerry’9 
exclamation: 

“Oh, mother, don’t go home; we 
are all having such a good time!” 

Five years they lived in this 
way, and almost entirely by them¬ 
selves. They studied botany. 
She knew the name of every tree 
and shrub for miles around. The 
little boys made a collection of 
birds’ eggs, and then began to 
Watch closely the habits of the 
birds. It was a pure, simple life. 
It would have too wild and lonely 
but for the charms of this devoted 
mother. Her hours of loneliness 
were hidden from them, but she 
learned in an unusual degree to 
throw every energy into the day’s 
work or study, and create, as it 
were, a fresh enthusiasm for the 
present hour. Her loving sacri¬ 
fice was rewarded. 

, English history opened a wide 
field to this family. One afternoon 
she brought in Shakespeare to 
prove some historical question. It 
was a rainy day, and the boys 
were all at home. Jerry began to 
read “Hamlet,” aloud; it proved a 
treasure that brought them into a 
new world of delight. Sometimes 
“they took different characters for 
representation, and the evening 
ended in a frolic, for good-natured 
mirth was never repressed. 

First of ail, preparation had been 
made for the Sabbath. There was 
a church in this town, but at a 
distance of several miles, and dur¬ 
ing many days the roads were not 
passable. She had leaned upon 
Infinite strength, gathering wis¬ 
dom through all these experiences 
The secret of many a promise had 
been revealed to her understand¬ 
ing, and above everything, she de,- 
sired that the Scriptures .might 
become more precious to her chil¬ 
dren.

They learned tbe Psalms, 
much of Isaiah, and many hymns, 
repeating them in concert, learn¬ 
ing to count upon this hour around 
the fire as others do upon the 
music. 

How many of these times came 
to her in after life—a vision of the 
bright faces of her hoys, as they 
clustered affectionately around 
her. 

Time rolled by. A railroad pass¬ 
ed through. A village sprung up, 
and tbe land was ready to sell. 
She could keep enough for ber own 
use, and the boys could prepare 
for college. Tbede and Nate went 
away to school. The old home 
was kept bright and pleasant; 
friends, new settlers, came in, and 
now there was visiting and social 
life. ' - 

Jerry stayed on the farm; Theo- 
•dor'ebecame an engineer; Nate a 
minister; Johnnie went into busi¬ 
ness. Theodore used to say: 

“Mother, as I travel about, all 
the stones and. flowers make me 
think «f you. I catch sight of 
some rock, and stop to . laugh over 
those blessed times.” 

* Nate said: “Mother when I am 
reading a psalm in the pulpit 
there always comes to me a pic¬ 
ture of those evenings with you 
in the rocking chair, by the fire¬ 
light, and I hear all your voices 
again.” 

Johnnie wrote: “Mother, I think 
everything I-bave has come to m* 
through you.” 

When Jerry, who remained/ 
faithful as always, had listened to 
his brothers, he put his arm around 
her, tenderly, “There will never be 
another on** like mother to me.” 

She died at sixty-five, very, sud¬ 
denly. Only a few hours before, 
she had exclaimed, as her children 
all came home together: ! 

“There never were such good 
boys as mine. You have .repaid 
me a thousand fold. s God grant 
you all happy homes.” 

They bore her coffin to the grave 
themselves. They would not let 
any other person touch it. In the 
evening they gathered around the 
hearthstone in the sitting-room, 
and drew their chairs together. 
No one spoke un til Nate said: 

“Boys, let us pray.” 

And then, all kneeling around 
her vacant chair, he prayed that 
the mantle of their mother might 
fall on them? They could ask 
nothing beyond that.—Christian

UNCLE SAM A COLONiZER. 

ft Glance at What He Has Done In 
That Direction Since 1784. 

Properly speaking, a colony is a terri¬ 
tory not forming for political purposes an' 
integral part of the mother country, but 
dependent upon her and peopled in part at 
least by her emigrants, says Hon. A. Law¬ 
rence Lowell in the. February Atlantic. If 
this is true, there has never been a time 
since the adoption of the first ordinance 
for the government of the Northwest Ter¬ 
ritories in 1784 when the United States has 
not had colonies. 

The extension of the boundaries of the 
United States has been brought about by 
every kind of process—by purchase, as in 
the case of Louisiana with the land then 
belonging to It, which Btretched from the 
Mississippi to the Rocky mountains and 
In the north all the way to the Pacific; as 
In the case also of Florida, of the Gadsden 
purchase and of Alaska; by voluntary an¬ 
nexation, as in the ease of Texas; by con¬ 
quest, as in the case of California, to¬ 
gether with the country lying eastward 
to the Rio Grande, and by far the greater 
part of these acquisitions has been for a 
time governed as territories or colonies. 

That the expansion to the Mississippi 
and the plains beyond has been a source of 
strength, that it has.promoted the welfare' 
of the nation to an incalculable degree,, no

RAISING HOGS.. 

t Valuable Ad Janet to Good Farming 
In liew England. 

\ The pig raising industry in eastern 
states has suffered from tbe competition 
of the west, and farmers find small en¬ 
couragement to persevere in it. But, as 
a writer in The New England Home¬ 
stead remarks, if a demand can be stim¬ 
ulated for a home grown product of a 
quality superior in every particular to 
the western it would be the means of 
reviving an old time industry that has 
always proved a valuable adjunct - to 
good farming. He suggests that there 
are in every village and city of any con- 
’ siderable size families that would be 
only too glad to nse a homegrown prod¬ 
uct at an advanced price. Young men in 
.the various localities where the condi¬ 
tions are favorable for trade and who 
have enterprise and a taste for suoh 
work could engage in nothing better 
than developing a trade for such prod¬ 
uct. A reasonable advance in the price 
of home grown pigs over the low price 
of the western would encouarge farmers 
to grow a supply for establishments in 
the various localities. 

The home grovvn product could- be 
afforded at a price to the consumer that 
would insure sales of sufficient magni¬ 
tude to the packer to encourage him, 
and in turn the farmer would be. able to 
secure the advance -that would enable 
him to rear and fatten the pigs.. A dis¬ 
couraging feature of the pig business is 
the attempt to fatten pigs that have no 
gain in them. If a farmer raises his 
own pigs, he ought to raise good ones, 
and tbe man that buys would be the 
gainer in the end by paying the extra 
half dollar that would seonre the best. 

This farmer further says: In .this 
portion of the country where local preju¬ 
dice is against a black hog, I think one 
can make no mistake in choosing good, 
well made, medium Yorkshire sows 
and a fine, trimly built Chester White 
boar for the sire. I think it a great mis¬ 
take to keep any pig for breeding pur¬ 
poses that does not possess every valua¬ 
ble property, but in making a selection, 
if it is necessary to leave out any of the 
points, drop the fancy ones. Do not 
breed from a boar or sow that has light 
hindquarters, aDd the breeder who 
knows what is for his interest will not 
have one such creature on his premises. 
Discouragements in this business come 
to the farmer through Joss by disease. 
There may be sufficient reasons in many 
instances for such unfavorable circum¬ 
stances,- but I am unable to understand 
why it is so. 

During my 30 years’ experience with 
. pigs I know that where quarters were 
kept in ■reasonably good condition from 
a sanitary point of view I was never 
troubled by disease. There is always 
some part of a pig pen that can be 
washed. The sides, whether they be of 
masonry or wood, can be easily scrubbed 
with a broom and boiling water, to be 
followed with a saturated solution .of 
sulphate of iron. This is but the work 
of a few minutes and may be the means 
of saving hundreds of dollars’ wprjih' of 
pigs. Wash floors and any portions of 
such places that can be so treated, and I 
think all who try it will be pleased 
with the result. • • 

Proper feed is an important Element 
to be considered. So far as my o.wn ob¬ 
servation goes, sloppy feed for. every : 
thing of the pig kind4s the best,'be¬ 
cause it always produces the sametohi- 
form good results. Grain and vegeta¬ 
bles, with the exception of sugar beets, 
should always be cooked and always 
fed warm. The digestive system is then 
less liable to suffer from irritation 
caused by uncooked feed or a chill, the 
result of taking cold feed ‘into the sys¬ 
tem. Swill from hotels should'be mixed 
with scalding water and fed warm. 
Grease in tbe swill is to be avoided as 
muoh as possible, especially in the case 
of yonng pigs, as it induces scour 
which is a very objectionable feature. 
Do not compel pigs to occupy a wet cold 
bed. Whatever material is used^it will 
work into the manure profitably. Let 
the quarters be cleaned and replenished 
with fresh bedding often enongh to se- 
oure a healthful and comfortable condi¬ 
tion. 1 . 

DRINKS FOR THE SICK. 

How to Prepare Wholesome, Bever¬ 
ages For Weak Stomachs. 

Food is an easy matter compared 
with the beverages which may be allow¬ 
ed to the craving of diseased stomachs,, 
because the diet is usually prepared ac¬ 
cording to the physician’s orders, says 
the Philadelphia Times. Very sick per¬ 
sons are not so hard to please in food 
and drink as convalescents, and it is' 
for them that I offer the-following sug¬ 
gestions: 

A fine draft for those that are weak 
and have a cough may be made up by 
beating np a-fresh egg and mixing if 
with a quarter of a pint of warm milk, 
a large spoonful of capillaire, the .same, 
of rosewater and a little scraped nut¬ 
meg. Do not'warjn it after the egg is 
put in. Take it morning and night. A 
very agreeable draft can be made of a 
tumbler of fresh, cold water, a table- 
spoonful of capillaire and a tablespoon¬ 
ful of good vinegar. Tamarinds, enr- - 
rants, freskorin jelly, and scalded cran¬ 
berries, with or without sugar, make 
excellent drinks. - . 

Toast water is made by slowly toast¬ 
ing a thin piece of bread until thorough¬ 
ly browned and hardened, then plung¬ 
ing it into a jng of cold water and cov-. 
ering it for an hour. This is of particu¬ 
lar value in the case of weak bowels. 
Barley water, both delicate and nutri¬ 
tions, calls for one ounce of pearl barley, 
half an ounce of white sugar and the 
rind of a lemon, all placed in a jng. 
Pour upon it a quart of boiling water 
and let it stand for eight or ten hours, 
when it should he strained'and have a 
slice of lemon added. _ •" 

Apple water is delicate and strength¬ 
ening. Cut two large apples in slices 
and pour one quart of boiling water 
upon them. Strain in two or- three 
hours and sweetens lightly. Roasted ap¬ 
ples may be used this way or the peel of 
half a lemon and a handful’of washed 
cnrrants may be added, with a little 
wine put in just before it is taken. 
Orangeade and lemonade are merely the 
juice of the fruit, a little of the peel, 
sugar to taste and water..
